the business of a Banker or Bankers, nor for any Banker or Bankers 
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in Ireland who shall take out any such certi 6 cate foi* the first time 
at any time after the passing of this Act, to issue utter or negotiate 
any Promissory Note or Undertaking in writing, or any Bank Post 
Bill, for any sum less than Five Pounds Irish currency, any' thing in 
any Act or Acts in force in Ireland, or any usage or custom to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

ing Notes, wlio shall issue any Promissory Note or Undertaking in writing, or 

a« 7 Bank Post Bill, contrary to the directions of this Act, shall forfeit 
the sum of Ten Pounds Irish currency, for every such Note Under- 
taking or Bill so issued; and that every Person who shall give or 
take or negotiate any Note or Undertaking or Bill, contrary to the 
directions of this Act, shall forfeit Double the amount of such Note, 
Undertaking or Bill, to any Person who shall sue for the same ; 
and such penalties shall be recovered before any one Justice of the 
Peace in Ireland, upon the oath of one credible witness, or on the 
confession of such offender ; and in case the said penalties and for- 
feitures shall not be paid and satisfied upon such conviction being 
made, it shall be lawful for such Justice of the Peace, by warrant 
under his hand and seal, to cause the same to be levied by distress 
and sale of the goods of the offender, together with all costs and 
charges attending such conviction and sale, returning the overplus (if 
any) to the owner ; and if such offender shall not have sufficient 
goods and chattels to satisfy such penalties, every such offender 
shall be committed to the Common Gaol or House of Correction, by 
warrant of such Justice, for any time not less than One calendar 
month, nor more than Three calendar months, unless such penalty 
or forfeiture shall be sooner paid. I
